BOSTON, Oct. 14.—A wind and rain- 


storm which struck Boston shortly af|er 
1 o'clock Saturday afternoon, developed 
unexpected severity during the night, 
and yesterday the city received the 
worst drenching in many days. The 
itorm swept all along the New England 
coast north of Cape Cod. At 7 o'clock 
yesterday morning the wind bad reached 
a maximum velocity of 44 mile* an 
hour. Up to 8 o'clock last night 5.22 
inches of rain had fallen in this city, 
which is more than the total rainfall 
here since July 1. In 12 hours, from 8 
o'clock yesterday morning until 8 o'clock 
last night, s.23 inches fell, which is 
very near the record. 


The storm struck the harbor and lower 


buy with the wind blowing hard from 
the southeast. It backed into the north- 
east at ubout 2 o'clock yesterday morn- 
iiig, and pradnally increased to a vio- 
lent (jule, kicking up a tremendous sea 
outside. 
No very serious casualties, 


however, had been reported ap to last 
nicht. 


The ripper harbor was filled with ship- 


ping and most of the vessels had out 
two anchors. Somo of them dragged 
during the day. and iu one or two cases 
the assistarce of a tug was necessary to 
bring them to a place of safety.

easter prevailed along the coast yester- 
day afternoon and is still raging. The 
wind is accompanied by blinding sheets 
of rain, and in the harbor a heavy sea 
is running.

Rock, C. B. She was bound from Port 
Bevis for Chester, Pa., with a cargo of 
plaster.
